The number of loans for con- 
struction, repair and alteration 
of farm buildings showed a 
slight increase over 1951. Loans 
for new houses numbered 563, 
for repairs to existing buildings 


1,326, and for utility buildings: 


such as sheds and barns, 1,034, 
Farmers in the West construct- 
ed the largest number of houses, 
while Ontario led in loans for 
the other two classifications. 
Oter areas of the East also 
showed more money spent on re- 
pairing existing buildings and 
erecting: utility buildings than in 
constructing new homes, This is 
no doubt due because of older 
and more settle diarms in East- 
ern Canada.
